V ienna, March 23,— T he se riousness 
of the situation in northern M oldavia 
grow ing out of the* agrarian disorders, 
according to the* late st telegraphic re­ 
ports reaching here from Czernowltz, 
on the border, has n ot been exagger­ 
ated. 
From estim a tes m ade today It ap­ 
pears that 400 farm s In M oldavia have 
been devastated, 8,000 fugitives have 
fled over the Roum anian frontier Into 
A ustria, and a total of lo,000 Jew s are 
give a total 
_ 
m en killed and 150 
w ounded. 
T he outbreak s e e m s today 
t«« have 
been partially suppressed. 
T he Rou­ 
m anian governm ent 
is still sending 
troops into the afflicted district. Prac­ 
tically th e entire province of M oldavia 
has been Involved. 
T he m ovem ent is really m ore agra­ 
rian th a n anti-Sem itic. 
T h e p e a sa n ts 
an* iti revolt agninst, th«> g reat fa rm ­ 
ing tru st, w hich lias leased h alf the 
cu ltiv ab le lands in M oldavia. 
T h e ab­ 
sen tee landlords who control the trust 
hap pen 
to 
be Jew s, 
and 
this 
fact 
brings the ire of the peasants down 
on any and all Jew s th ey m eet, and to 
this antipathy is add ed strong racial 
feeling arisin g from o th e r causes. 
On T h u rsd a y 500 p e a sa n ts tried to 
Invade M lchallenl. 
T he peasants at 
first got the upper hand because the 
soldiers, actin g upon th e o rd ers of tho 
p refect of th e tow n, w ere no t perm it­ 
ted by their officers to open fire. 
In 
the face of the m enace of the furious 
p easants, how ever, som e of the so l­ 
diers did fire, a g a in s t o rders, a nd kill­ 
ed fifteen of th e rio te rs and w ounded 
forty-five, 
whereupon 
th e 
p easants 
w ithdrew . 
A m ore successfu l attack w as m ade 
at V aslui, to the south of Jassy. 
H ere 
a body o f 2,000 peasants forced their 
w ay into the tow n. 
T he prefect of 
V aslui did not have sufficient troops 
at his com m and to stop the onw ard 
m arch o f th e infuriated countrym en. 
H e stood by, a h elp less w itness, w hile 
the 
rioters 
in 
an 
incredibly 
short 
space of tim e plundered practically 
all the buildings on the three princi­ 
pal streets and then set them on fire. 
Tin* prefect -i n? in a hurried appeal 
Ft*r rein fo rcem en ts and the peasants, 
in ignorance of this, rem ained in the 
town until the soldiers arrived.

then ensu ed a serious fight up and 
down 
the burned streets. 
T w enty 
rioters were kilted and m any w ound­ 
ed. 
T he com m ander of the troops, 
M ajor Falori, sustained serious injur­ 
ies 
T h e entire R om an district w as 
tip in arm s. 
H ere th e authorities

w h e r e 
All t h e buildings In the vil­ 
lages of H alancestl, H erlesti, H old s- 
tenl and N lnelusen are in ruins. 
T h e m ost serio us fight of yesterday 
o ccu rred m a r P ia tra . 
Sev eral thou­ 
sa n d p e a sa n ts m arc h ed a g a in s t the 
town, w h ere an en tire reg im ent of In­ 
fa n try w as 
stationed.

Tie* p easan ts replied with rifle 
and revolver fire, and then th e troops 
began sho otin g back.

T he series of tra g e d ie s were of th e 
m ost sensatio nal and sp e cta cu lar char­ 
a c te r and w ere w itn essed by hundreds 
of m en and w om en, including m any 
m e m b e rs of th e sta te legislature here 
in atte n d a n c e on a sto ck show. 
T he 
h o u se raided is lo cated on Main street, 
n e a r th e corner of Sixth, right in the 
h ea rt of the reatil district. 
S ho rtly before 5 o'clock County A t­ 
to rn ey McLean, h e ad in g a p arty of 
deputies, forced an e n tra n c e Into th e 
place, placed a n u m b e r of m en u n d e r 
a r r e s t and loaded a fu rn itu re van w ith 
tab les and o th e r parap h ern alia. 
T h e 
w agon with the confiscated fu rn itu re 
h a d ju st moved off w hen T h om pson 
a p p ro ach ed M cLean, w ho was s ta n d ­ 
ing on th<- sidew alk, and when w ithin 
a few fi t t of the official fired one shot, 
th e 
bullet strik in g 
M« Lean 
in 
th e 
th ro a t, breaking his neck and causing 
alm o st in s ta n t death . 
As M cLean 
ft 11 T hom pson turn ed and ran w-est on 
Sixth s?r*i? with Scott in pursuit. 
Dodging behind a billboard at th e 
corn«*r of Seventh and T hro ck m o rto n 
s tre e ts , T hom pson 
am bu sh ed 
Scott, 
sh o o tin g the deputy th ree tim es in the 
body. 
W hen 
Scott 
fell 
Thom pson 
stopp< «l only long enough to discard 
his e m pty pistol for th a t carried by 
th e dying deputy, and th en renew ed 
his flight. 
By this tim e a scor«* of policemen 
an d di puty sh< riffs, followed by h u n ­ 
d r e d s of excited tnei, a n d boys, w ere 
In pursuit of T hom pson, who found 
te m p o ra ry refuge in a lum ber shed 
Just across the s t r e e t from rhe Tou- 
ra in e hotel, the most fashionable hos­ 
te lry in file city. 
H ere he was located 
by P atrolm en Bell and Loyd. 
T h om p ­ 
son. by this tim e thoroughly d«*sp«*rate 
and with the cry of 
I ynch him ” ring­ 
ing in bis ears, w as ru id y for a fight 
to th e d e a t h . 
Loyd and Bell opened 
fir** on T hom pson, which the la tte r 
re tu rn e d .
